Charles M. Hay of 
Missouri, in a speech to the conven- 
tion, accused the Smith people of a 
lack of"|ood faith in deadlocking the 
convention after a great many Mc- 
Adoo delegates had made a sincere 
rffort to obtain a compromise by de- 
serting McAdoo. The true reason for 
the refusal of the Smith delegates to 


budge is that they are opposed to 
Ralston because of his alleged sym- 
pathies with the klan, something he 
has denied, but which remains fast- 
ened to him nevertheless. 


Conferences between now and 9 p. 


m. are expected confidently to break 
the deadlock. The candidates being 
considered are: 
Davis of West Vir- 


ginia; Ralston, Glass of Virginia, 
and Robinson of Arkansas. Both 
McAdoo and.

BUENOS AIRES. July S.—Brazi- 


ian federal forces have completed 
the capture of Luz military barracks 
in Sao Paulo, where mutineers of 
the state army fled after being sur- 
lounded by the government troops, 
according to a dispatch here this 
ov-pning. 
"The government forces now dom- 


inate the situation," the dispatch 
said. The dispatch also said an un- 
confirmed report is in circulation 
saying that 
250 were killed 
or 


wounded in a battle between 
the 


federals and mutineers at Sao Ber- 
nardino, a village between Sao Paulo 
and Santos. 


RIO DE JANEIRO. July 
8.—All 


messages here this afternoon were 


reassuring, indicating that the rebels 
have been forced to retreat behind 
the walls on the great Quartel Do 
Luz, 
the principal military barracks 


of Sao Paulo, near the Central Do 
Brazil railway station. 


Apparently there was considerable 


fighting in the streets before the re- 
bels finally were rejected from gov- 
ernment buildings they had seized. 
Some reports mentioned cannonad- 
ing but it is not indicated there was 
any extensive destruction 
of prop- 


erty. 
The majority of the population of 


the city of Sao Paulo apparently has 
not taken sides 
in 
the 
quarrel, 


which has been confineo solely to 
the military.

And tho Smith had 
passed the Callfornian, he was shore 
of his high mark of the convention 
and lacked 4 1-2 votes of having 366, 
or one-third of the voting strength 
necessary in exercising a veto. 


Hence, if this situation continues 


to prevail today as balloting is re- 
sumed such convention control as 
there is rests with the outside 
forces. A union of the "dark horse" 
forces could not bring about a nom- 
ination. It would only intensify the 
deadlock, providing McAdoo 
and 


Smith held their present votes. But 
having seen their candidate beaten 
down below the veto mark, it is now 
apparent to the McAdoo managers 
that any one of the two or three 
"dark horses" in the field can take 
more votes from him than he can 
muster from them.

Agronomists at State College Tip 


Off to Farmers What They 


May Plant Instead of 


Corn.

The experts at the state farm have 


had many requests in the past few 
days from farmers whose com was 
washed out by the heavy rains and 
floods as to what crops may still 
be 
put in 
and make satisfactory 


yield on the such land. The agron- 
omists say that it Is a question of 
how the individual farmer is situ- 
ated. 
There are three classes 'of crops 


available, cash crops which can be 
put on the market this fall; fodder 
or forage crops that may he fed or 
sold to neighbors, and crops like al- 
falfa or sweet clover that will give 
returns in the future. 


Of the cash crops there are only 


four or five possibilities. These are 
buckwheat, which will give the best 
results only in the northeastern part 
o fthe state; millet for sale as seed; 
sweet corn for seed purposes, possi- 
ble because it is a ninety day crop 
and sudan grass .for seed. 
Nebraska farmers are not familiar 
ith buckwheat, and it won't grow 
•ell on the low land that has been 
ooded. If millet doesn't seed it is 
till good for forage. 
Sudan grass 


s a warm weather plant, and with 


fairly late fall it will mature for 


eed in the southeastern part of the 
tate, at least. Sudan seed has been 
ringing a good price lately. 
Ordinary black amber cane is re- 
ommended for use as silage and as 
ough fodder. Ninety day varieties 
f corn will at least make good fod- 
.er if they do not mature. Seeding 
of alfalfa during the latter part of 
August is recommended as a most 
excellent chance of securing a good 
itand. It should make a good growth 
.his fall and yield better than any 
planted next «pring. 


Another point to keep in mind, ac- 


cording to the Agricultural college, 
,s the fact that if the land is kept 
:ree of weeds during the rest of the 
summer, and next year, it is put into 
winter wheat or to corn that an in- 
creased yield may be expected due 
to the fact that the land was Idle 
this year.

FARMERS WON OUT 


IN A CONTROVERSY 


Because They Joined in Owning 


and Operating Thresher Doesn't 


Put Them Under Com- 


pensation Law. 


James Vassy and six other farm- 


ers In the vicinity ol Liberty, Gape 
county, won out in supreme"court in 


1 a contest brought to 
ascertain 
if 


! they were liable 
under the work- 


men's compensation law for the loss 
' of an arm by Alfred R. Keefover, a 
' neirhboring farmer whom they had 
j hired to run the thresher they owned 
in common 
The court says that where a group 


of farmers combined in the purchase 
of a threshing machine for the pur- 
! pose primarily of threshing 
their 


' own grain, they and their employes 
while so engaged are not within the 
operation of the employers' liability 
law, which excludes "employers of 
farm laborers." 


Neither the fact that, prior to the 


accident, they had for compensation 
threshed grain of other farmers af- 
ter their own was finished, nor the 
fact that at the time of the accident 
they were engaged in threshing the 
wheat of a former part owner of the 
machine in compliance with a con- 
tract under wln'ch 
his 
share had 


been transferred for value to them, 
| had the effect to convert them from 
their status of employers of farm 
laborers to that of conducting an 
independent commercial business. 


The court says that the fact that 


a machine is used did not differ the 
case from that where a flail was the 
implement employed. The employ- 
ers of farm laborers as a class are 
expressly excluded from the employ- 
ers' liability law, and once the char- 
acter of the labor is determined no

What Darwin Did for Science. 


HARLES ROBERT DARWIN," 
the naturalist, was born at 
Shrewsbury, England, on Feb- 


ruary 12, 1809. His was a famous 
family. 


Dr. Erasmus Darwin, his grand- 


father, was a well-known scientist 
and poet. His father, Dr. Robert 
"Waring Darwin, was a wealthy 
physician. And he had four sons 
who distinguished themselves in dif- 
ferent branches of science. 
But 


when Charles Robert Darwin upset 
every theory of the creation of the 
world, and published his "Origin of 
the Species," he became the most 
famous member of his family. 


After spending seven ysars in 


school at Shrewsbury under Dr. 
Samuel Butler, Charles Darwin was 
sent to Edinburgh to take up the 
study of medicine. It did not take 
long, however, for both he and his j 
father to agree that he was unfit 
for the profession and decide that 
be become a clergyman. 


For this purpose he went to 


Christ's College. Cambridge, where 
he met John Stevens Henslow and 
Adam Sedgwick. After passing his 
final examinations, Darwin studied 
geology, which fascinated him much - 
more than religion—he later became j 


"an agnostic—and went on an, excur- 
sion to Wales with Sedgwick. 


Upon Darwin's return, Hsnslovr 


suggested that he apply for the posi- 
tion of naturalist on the "Beagle," 
scheduled to go on a surveying ex- 
pedition to some .islands in the At- 
lantic and a great portion of South 
America. It was on this expedition 
that Charles Darwin collected ma- 
terial which finally led him to his 
theory of evolution. 


For years Darwin worked on a 


treatise on natural selection, permit- 
ting only his intimate friends to read 
it. Fearing a challenge, he did not 
make known his theory to the world 
until Alfred Russel "Wallace sent 
him a manuscript which expounded 
tfie same theory- 


Darwin had more courage after

Whether the board of education 


has legal right to make a voluntary 
subscription to a paving project was 
a matter which came up at the meet- 
ing Tuesday morning. Mrs. M. C. 
Mapes, 
representing 
the Belmont 


community, and a resident of the 
west side of North Fourteen street, 
over which the county commission- 
ers have no control, came before the 
board with a proposition that the 
school district make a contribution 
to the project. Mrs. Mapes stated 
that the estimated cost of the paving 
was $22,000, of which the county 
would pay all but 10 per cent which 
would be a tax on property border- 
ing the street on the east. Land on 
the west is within the city limits 
and cannot be taxed by the county 
Owners on the east now refuse to 
sign for the paving unless those on 
the west contribute. An effort is be- 
ing made to get voluntary pledges 
from those owning property on the 
west. The 
board members 
were 


doubtful of the authority to make 
such a contribution. The 
matter 


was referred to the board's attorney.

with their passions, prejudices and 
nationalistic sentiments," have not 
availed. Not pleasant to contemplate 
but nevertheless true, is the 
fact 


that 'the same condition exists over 
here." 


Mr. Dawes knows 
that 
content- 


ment and prosperity for all do not 
flow from a system of doles, sub- 
sidies, currency inflation, or artifi- 
cial stimulation of any sort. 
Great 


Britain. Germany. France and Italy 
have tried the plan. It may have 
satisfied 
some people temporarily, 


but only at the cost of others. 
In 


the United States, congress, recently 
set about to vote from the treasury, 
directly or indirectly, billions of dol- 
lars for the gratification of certain 
classes. It succeeded partly and 
probably would have, succeeded even 
more, had there not been a deter- 
mined president in the white house. 


Things there are to be done, many 


and important, but they must be 
done by the people without depen- 
dence on government, tho the gov- 
ernment can spend less money and 
waste less of what it spent, and so 
make possible the lowering of taxes. 
Most states have done nothing effec- 
tive along that line and the federal 
agencies have made only a start. All 
the improvements the p<x>ple wish 
immediately cannot be made. Th^re 
must be an end to many of special 
privileges granted by law. This 
would mean revision downward of 
the taritf. which amonc other effects 
would rid th" country of much of 
the disproportionate price ratio be- 
tw^-n aerirultural and manufactured 
rommor]iti«--i.

settlers. 
I suppose he suffered a 


good deal, for he finally revolted and 
his tribe followed suit. As the say- 
ing goes the insurrectionists got it 
in the neck. Baptiste and his father 
were shipped to the New Hebrides 
to expiate their crime and the tribe 
was transplanted to another district 
and broken up. 


At the expiration of his ten years' 


sentence Baptiste came home. He 
was then the big chief, for his father 
had died of malaria. He was the big 
chief, but he had no tribe and he 
w'as permitted to settle down among 
strangers who spoke a different dia- 
lect and resented his presence. He 
grubbed along somehow or other, 
and became a good Christian so that 
he might work in the missionary's
